. . . in the famous garden of the Regent’s Park. Learned, artistic, and oesthetic ladies and 

gentlemen lectured) discussed, and conferred about the Daffodil in the Botanical Museum, under the 
presidency of Mr. J. G. Baker, of the Royal Herbarium, Kew. Botanists of experience and rare talent 
went Daffodil mad. They gave us its early history, they traced it from its first wood-block engraving, 
they told us how to grow it in the garden and how to plant it on the grass .... they showed us 
the Daffodil in art, the Daffodil in decoration, and the Daffodil of the dado and afternoon tea-cloth,” &c. 

Extract from Tim Garden, April 18th, 1896.— “ A collection of Daffodils of almost bewildering extent and 
splendour was exhibited by Messrs. Barr & Son, of Covent Garden. This exhibit was magnificent, by far the finest of 
its kind in the Show. The flowers were in splendid condition, finely grown, brilliantly coloured, and effectively 
staged.'

NEW AND CHOICE DAFFODILS AT LONG DITTON. 

“ If among the numerous readers of The Garden there be any who have yet failed to realize the great wealth of beauty 
that exists among these exceedingly varied flowers of spring, they cannot do better than proceed at once to Long 
Ditton to see the waving masses of Daffodils now in bloom. To the best old and popular kinds that may be seen in 
their thousands are being added, year by year, new and choice kinds in considerable variety, that seem to leave many 
of the older sorts far away in the rear. Indeed, in their infinite variety they are well-nigh bewildering. The entire 
collection of Daffodils at Long Ditton covers something like 20 acres, and to see them over this area would occupy no 
little time. It was by a happy thought, therefore saving much valuable time for themselves as well as the great stream 
of visitors at this season of the year, that Messrs. Barr & Son planted a collection together where in a comparatively 
short time the great bulk of the varieties can he seen side by side. One other feature gained by this collection is 
that these being more or less permanent, reveal in truer character many of the finer sorts of these flowers, and 
visitors are thereby enabled to realize them at their true worth. For example, such flue robust kinds as Empress, 
Emperor, Horsfieldi, Maximus, Golden Spur, and others are hearing their huge blossoms some two, three, and 
even four from a bulb, which at once displays to advantage these grand forms when they are established in the

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garden and In this way they (institute a good object lesson, which cannot fail to be of worth even to those who havo 
given them some attention in cultural details. Side by side do we see the weak and the strong, and while the earliest 
are passing away and the mid-season kinds in full bloom, the late varieties are as yet only half grown So that here 
again comes a welcome and valuable hint to those making selections and requiring a long uninterrupted succession, of 
owers. The collection at Long Ditton is a marvellous one, so much so, that I endeavoured during a recent visit 
„o notify the more modern kinds such as are not yet generally known. But I cannot refrain making mention <jf some 
sixty or seventy beds of Burrli consplcuus, a variety of which there must have been many thousands of bulbs in 
the finest possible condition. This is a grand doer and a free bloomer, and as an excellent kind either for decoration 
or market work will not easily he surpassed. Had all these beds been put together there must havo been 
considerably more than an acre of this one kind, and when I add that the majority of the bulbs were 
produemg two flowers each, some idea may be gathered of the vastuess and beauty of the scene. The variety was in 
full bloom, and the waving masses of yellow orange-centred blooms grand in the extreme. Very charming too was 
the Spanish kind known as Queen of Spain, some three beds of which were a sheet of bloom near one of the 
entrances. Tins is an excellent kind for planting in the grass, mid one that gives little trouble. 

“ Prominent among the newest kinds Weardale Perfection is perhaps unique at the present time. It is at once 
the largest and grandest of all the Daffodils. . . The flower is of grand size and of splendid form, and has received 
the highest honours that can be secured. Monarch is another novelty, and it is certainly well named, it comes in the 
way of Emperor, though much larger and infinitely superior in form. Close by was the Glory of Leiden, a very large 
flower possessed of a wonderfully bold giant trumpet and somewhat earlier to bloom. Neisoni aurantius, while not 
of the giant race, is one of these exquisite flowers that everywhere makes its presence felt, the perianth white and th- 
cup suffused with orange-scarlet. Then came Gloria Mundl, a fine and distinct Incomparabilis with yellow segments 
and broad expanding cup of orange-scarlet; this is a fine form indeed and has a capital constitution. Snowflake is 
on? of the trumpet kinds, very beautiful and chaste, and will find many admirers. Sir W. Harcourt is a fine yellow 
Ajax, splendid iu form, with the rich golden shade of Santa Maria. In Golden Prince we have a grand flower that is 
virtually a glorified maximus, the colour surpassingly rich and effective. It is iu such cases scarcely possible to 
convey an adequate idea of the full rich tone that many kinds possess, for a similar tone again prevails in M. J. 
Berkeley, which, while possessing the colour of maximus is much increased in size, its great trumpet broadly 
expanding and reflexod at the brim. These are among the finest of the large trumpet kinds. P. R. Barr, Mrs. H. J. 
Elwes, J. B. M. Camm, Mrs. Thompson, Mrs. J. B. M. Camm, oue of the most exquisite white Daffodils extant, 
very chaste, and beautifully refined, must be noticed in passing. Then among the

Maurice Vilmorin and Flora Wilson are very flue. The latter with singularly pure white perianth and 
scarlet edged cup is lovely in the extreme ; and for purity on the one hand, and the decided rim of scarlet on 
the other, is sure to command attention at a glance. In Leedsii Marla M. de Graaff, a somewhat new shade of 
salmon-orange is imparted to the widely expanded cup, making it a very distinct variety. Katherine .Spurrell 
is a very pleasing member in this group, being almost uniformly cream in segments and crown, though most 
charming in its large flowers and exceptional tone. Gem is another of the newer race well worth its distinctive 
title. Duchess of Westminster is very chaste and handsome, the large white perianth and long canary cup make up 
a most delightjulfiowcrfor decoration; indeed, these light elegant forms are indescribably beautiful for vase decoration, 
and being all produced on very long stems seem specially fitted for ornamentation of this kind. Beatrice, a better 
known variety , is another in this set that is very beautiful. Princess of Wales (another of this Leedsii group) cannot 
be passed by, for it is certainly one of the gems and a most exquisite fiower , the large, spreading cup elegautly frilled. 
Other varieties of Leedsii are Hon. Mrs. Barton, Grand Duchess and Elegans, very charming and distinct. 
Another section as yet not noticed is Burbidgei, which also contains some very beautiful forms. Foremost perhaps 
among them is Falstaff, with the purest snow-white periauth and dainty frilled cup beautifully margined with light 
orange. Messrs. Barr think very highly of this as a market flower by reason of its exceeding purity ... it bids 
fair to rival the now popular Poeticus ornatus. Falstaff has certainly some fine points of merit and apparently 
possesses considerable vigour, while its pose displays its fine qualities to advantage. Beatrice Heseltine has a 
creamy perianth, the cup edged orange-scarlet. Crown Princess has pure white segments, cup canary and bordered 
rich orange. St. John’s Beauty is a remarkable flower with large channelled sulphur perianth, and a cup beautifully 
frilled and edged with bright orange-scarlet. This exquisite kind is as yet scarce. 

“There are also many charming kiuds among the Incomparabilis Daffodils, especially those with highly-stained 
cups, as in C. J. Backhouse, Gwyther, Titan, Gloria Mundi and the like. In the last-named we have a very fine bold 
flower, almost as large as Sir Watkin in point of size, and a cup heavily and deeply stained with orange-scarlet ; a bed of 
this is very striking and effective. Happily, too, it is a strong grower, so that more than likely it will prove itself 
worthy of the first-class certificate which has been awarded it. This fine yellow Incomparabilis is on a par with Sir 
Watkin almost for its great vigour, and the fiue bold stems carry the conspicuous heads of bloom fully 18 
inches high iu the first year of planting. Queen Sophia is also very fine and distinct, and has received a first- 
class certificate, while Beauty is another flower of large size, and handsome withal. N. odorus hemlnalis, a Daffodil 
rarely seen true, was represented by several masses — a sheet of rich gold, and beautifully fragrant. It is a dwarf 
compact grower, of a richer gold than N . odoi l us rugulosus, and as freely flowered and profuse as any of its tribe. Then, 
among the small-growing daiuty species the Corbularias were in plenty, and the pretty little rusli-leaved Daffodil, 
N. juncifolius, while the supposed semi-aquatic N. cyclamlneus seemed at home and flowering beautifully every- 
where. Triandrus albus was exceedingly jiretty and very charming iu a group, the pure white perianth and cup 
being very chaste, these becoming even more beautiful when cut and jjlaced in water in a cool room. 

I he above are some of the most beautiful and distinct in this collection, but they are as but a unit in the great 
waving sea of Daffodils that meet one’s gaze in these nurseries. Oue very l’emarknble feature, and one indicating 

exceeding g reat ca re th at mu st prevail in such an establishment, was the fact that all the varieties wore true to 
name, and not a * rogue * could be seen in the vast army of bulbs.”

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CULTURE, ADAPTATION, Etc., OF THE DAFFODIL. 

DAFFODILS are the most graceful and beautiful of all hardy Spring flowers ; they have for centuries 
adorned our gardens, and withstood uninjured our severest winters better than any other flower of 
Spring. 

For beds mixed borders and shrubberies, the Daffodil surpasses all Spring flowers in beauty and for general 
effect and when it is naturalized in grass, in orchards, woodlands, sloping banks, meadows, margins of lakes and ponds, 
the effect is superb. All Daffodils may be naturalized out of doors. Many sorts which do not thrive when 
cultivated in gardens will succeed if planted out in the orchard, meadow, hedgerow, or grassy banks sloping 
towards the north, aud loft undisturbed. In such places the noble flowers of the Daffodil are seen to great 
advantage. The slender and dwarf-growing kinds, Nanus, Minimus, Junclfollus, Trlandrus, Corbularlas, 
Cyclamineus, etc., do well on rockwork aud select places in grass; we can also recommend, in the case of 
these slender growing little Daffodils, carpeting the ground with close-growing aud surface-rooting creeping plants, 
such as the Thymus Serpyllum varieties, Thymus lanuginosus, Herniarla glabra, etc., these providing a 
natural protection for the little bulbs, besides beeping their dainty blooms from being splashed aud soiled in 
rainy weather ; Minimus, Juncifolius, and Triaudrus are found wild in mountain pastures where the soil is shallow 
and firm ; Corbularia and Cyclamineus where the soil is soft and wet in winter and spring. Mr. T. H. Burroughes, 
Stamford, has, since 1887, grown successfully Corbularia citriua as a semi-aquatic in milk pans aud other contri- 
vances without drainage, sunk into the ground so that the tops are four iuches below the surface. Peaty soil is 
then filled in to the level of the surrounding ground ; in the upper four iuches, which is always moist, the bulbs are 
planted and root into the lower soil, which should he perpetually wet. We recommend Mr. Burroughes' culture, 
having followed it with success at our Nurseries. The bottom of a rock garden would also admirably suit, as the 
drainage from the rockwork would accomplish this without extra labour. Rev. Charles Watson, Liugs, grows 
N. Cyclamineus with great success in moist loam under a wall facing the north-east. 

For pot-culture The Daffodil is invaluable, affording in early Spring a charming deooratiou for the greenhouse 
and sitting-room ; its flowers, with their delicate shades, form a pleasing contrast to Hyacinths and Tulips. 

Daffodil flowers can he had from January to June, firstly, by planting early, in pots or boxes to force, and, 
SECONDLY, by planting out-doors, in succession, from September to Christmas. The late plantings flower m May. 

In arranging Daffodils for effect in the flower garden, or in potting up for indoor decoration, lot it be borne in 
inind they bloom in natural succession, particulars of which are given under the heading of each group. First, the 
Trumpet Daffodils which are among the earliest, one following the other from February to Mny. Second, Incom- 
parabilis, Barrii, Leedsii, Odorus, Triaudrus, Early-flowering Poeticus, and Burbidgeis, which begin flowering in 
March and succeed each other till May. Third, Nelsoni, Tridymus, Backhousei, Bernardi, and Jonquils. Fourth, 
Biflorus, late-flowering Poeticus and Burbidgeis, Schizanthes and Gracilis, which form a succession of flowers 
to June. In the middle season, representatives from all the groups may be found in bloom at the same time, 
therefore, those who can make but one visit to our Bulb Nurseries at Surbiton should do so in April. When 
grown under glass, all the Daffodils flower probably a month earlier than the periods above named 

CULTURE AND ADAPTATION OUT OF DOORS.— The Daffodil may he grown in any soil and situation, 
but likes best a good pasture loam, and, in the warmer parts of England, a situation should l>e chosen facing north 
or north-east, but protected from cutting winds. The ammoniaoal compounds in manure are poison to the Daffodils, 
and therefore should he avoided. Very poor soils may he rendered suitable by manuring and taking a potato 
crop off, after which Daffodils may safely be planted, and, as a harmless and good stimulant, hone meal may be 
mixed with the soil in the proportion of IJ oz. to the square yard or 4 cwt. per acre. In planting, the top of the 
bulb should be two to three inches below the surface, according to its size; in permanent beds, etc., summer 
flowers may he cultivated over the bulbs. For such beds use the large-flowering trumpet varieties, also Iucoui- 
parabilis, Barrii, Leedsii, Nelsoni, and Burbidgei varieties ; for edgings, use the dwarf growing kiuds, Cyclamineus, 
Minor, Nanus, Minimus, Triandrus albus, Juncifolius, and Corhularias. White Trumpet Daffolils more especiallij 
thrive best in a shady situation. 

CULTURE AND ADAPTATION INDOORS.— Use three to six bulbs of strong-growing sorts, according to 
size of bulb, for a 4 or 5-inch pot ; of small-growing kinds, such asN. Minimus, Nanus, Minor, Cyclamineus, Triandrus, 
Juncifolius, and Corbularia, a greater number of bulbs should boused. These dwarf-growing, small-flowered species 
are most charming in pots (see “ Dock-Garden " Collections, page 6). If Daffodils are grown in quantity for cutting 
early in the season, plant thickly in boxes, 5 to 6 inches deep, aud only just cover the bulbs with soil, using 
ordinary potting soil. The pots or boxes should then be placed out of doors, on a bed of ashes, and covered with 
6 inches of the same material, or with cocoa fibre, if it can be had. When the bulbs have filled the pots or boxes with 
roots, and made an inch or two of top growth, portions may be removed indoors, in succession, to n moist forcing- 
house, and plentifully supplied with water, care being taken that the plants do not get drawn, from an insufficient 
supply of light aud air. 

Cut blooms of Daffodils are always acceptable, and are in abundance out of doors at a season when other flowers 
are scarce. They supplement and associate admirably with hot-house flowers.

Corbularia monophylla flourishes in a warm 
dry sheltered situation, and should therefore be given a hot sunny nook. See remarks on page 4 as to carpeting 
the ground with Thymus, etc.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES. 

The following list of Daffodils embraces the highest class, and most distinct varieties, 
surpassing in beauty and diversity all other assortments offered to the public. They repre- 
sent the cream of our Collection (about 500 kinds), and many are new sorts, which have been 
offered for the first time 1887, 1888, 1889, 1890, 1891, 1892, 1893, 1894, 1895, and 1896. 

To indicate the relative qualities of the various Daffodils enumerated, we have put the names in 
different sized types, thus 

(1) . EMPEROR. This type indicates the higher quality. 

(2) . ALBICANS. This type indicates the next quality. 

(3) . Major. This type indicates the third quality. 

Within the last few years we have discarded many kinds which we considered had been superseded 
by better sorts, so that all the varieties offered by us are good and distinct. 

The very distinct species which do not admit of comparison, such as Corbularia, Cyclamineus, 
Min imus, etc . , we place with the higher quality , and those which rank above the higher standard are 
indicated by the word extra.

Naturalized In grass, orchards, woodlands, on sloping banks, and by the sides of streams and lakes, 
they are extremely beautiful.

The graceful varieties of this group are hybrids, excepting Triandrus and Juncifolius, which are species. 
ncomparabilis and Barrii are the result of crosses between Yellow Ajax or Trumpet Daffodils and Narcissus 
Poeticus; Leedsii, a cross between White Ajax or Trumpet Daffodils and Poeticus ; Backhouse i, Nelson i and 
Macleaii. the result of a Trumpet Bicolor var. crossed with Poeticus; Bertiardi , a natural cross between Abscissus 
(trumpei) and Poeticus ; Tridymus is a hybrid between a Trumpet Daffodil and a Tazetta Narcissus ; Odor us, 
a hybrid between a Trumpet Daffodil and Narcissus Jonquilla; Biflorus is the result of a cross between N. 
Tazetta and Poeticus. 

The varieties in this group commence flowering in March, and furnish a succession till May. They are 
all of elegant beauty, and, as cut flowers, are extensively used for furnishing vases and table bouquets. For this 
purpose they should be grown in quantity in boxes and forced for early bloom {see page 4). 

For pot- culture, to associate in the greenhouse and sitting-room with Hyacinths and Tulips they 
are highly prized. 3 or 5 large bulbs should be used for a 5 inch pot, but of the smaller growing sorts, 
such as Odorus, Triandrus, and Juncifolius, 6 to 12 bulbs will be required for a 5 -inch pot. General 
Cultural Directions , p. 4.

In this series, Poeticus (the Purple-ringed Poet Daffodil) is the true Narcissus; Burbidgei is a 
hybrid between Incomparabilis and Poeticus, and is the connecting link between Groups II. and III. [Set- 
Coloured Plate in «• The Garden,” 1880.) Biflorus is Parkinson's Primrose-Peerless, and there is no doubt now 
as to this being a hybrid of Tazettaand Poeticus; Mr. P. Barr in his travels, 1894, found it and its parents 
growing together in two different localities in the South of France. Gracilis and Tenuior are the Helena of 
Haworth ; Jonquil the Jonquilla of Linnaeus ; Polyanthus Narcissus , the Hermione of Haworth and Tazetta of 
Sibthorp. 

The early-flowering Poeticus varieties commence flowering in March, and the late-flowering varieties close the 
Daffodil season in June. Burbidge’s hybrids of Poeticus flower in succession from March to middle of May. 
Gracilis, Schizanthes orientalis, and the Double White Gardenia-flowered Daffodil, are among the latest 
to bloom. 

The Daffodils In this Group make graceful pot-plants for Indoors, 3 or 6 bulbs In a 4 or 5-lnch pot, 
flowering with the Hyacinth, and should be cultivated In the same way. The cut flowers are greatly 
in demand for bouquets, vases, and buttonholes. Referring to the great beauty of these Poet's Daffodils 
when naturalized, Mr. William Robinson writes, "Four years ago I cleared a little valley of various fences. 
Through this runs a streamlet, and we grouped the Poet’s Narcissi near it, also in a little orchard that lay near, 
and through a grove of oaks. This year the whole landscape was a picture such as one might see in an 
Alpine valley.” General Cultural Directions, page 4.

Extract from “The Garden,” 30th May, 1896. 

Tub Tulips are the gayest of garden flowers at the present time. Many kinds are dazzling hy the exceeding bril- 
liancy of their flowers, particularly those with vivid scarlet, the exact shade of many often defying description. At 
the present time one of the grandest displays near London may he soon at the bulb grounds of Messrs. Barr 
and Son at Long Ditton. Here are many thousands of hulbs now in the heyday of their beauty. These Tulips are 
the more valuable to our gardens not only because of their perfect hardiness, hut because of their variety and their 
simple cultural requirements. In many instances the flowers were supported on stout stems nearly 2 feet high, the 
foliage equally robust and vigorous 

By far the largest area at Long Ditton was quite in the open, without the least protection of any kind. And here the 
array of colour, as well as of form, was remarkable, the most vivid of scarlets, the more brilliant roses, as well as 
the most striking of bizarres and others of a glossy black. Close by, however, in a canvas-covered tent, was 
arranged a brilliant assortment of the leading kinds in all sections where the visitor may conveniently inspect these 
marvellous flowers, and at the same time receive protection from the sun’s rays. In this temporary tent the 
flowers were very fine, and being arranged in their sections, were convenient for comparison. Those who prize 
their collections of Tulips and have a desire to prolong their flowering to its utmost extent cannot do better than 
aflord some slight protection such as was in use at Long Ditton. Of course, this can only be done in the garden of the 
specialist who prizes his flowers. In this particular instance the great gain of this canvas protection was obvious, 
uud was also further assisted hy a copious watering round about the beds and paths inside the tent. It is in details 
of this kind that the display can he kept up for a longer time than is possible otherwise. 

Inside this covered tent the display of Tulips was a truly remarkable one ; remarkable for the almost endless 
variety it contained, and equally so for the sterling quality of the blooms themselves. Here were numerous 
bizarres in their primary or breeder stage, and again in their more beautiful and certainly more diversified form, 
which is distinguished us the rectified types of these flowers, all side by side for comparison, and therefore the 
more enjoyable. And just in the same way we found the roses, bybloemens, &c., all playmg a part in the display. 
In a collection such as this, replete with every kind worthy of culture, together with a large assortment on trial and 
numerous species into the bargain, it was only possible to note a few in each group of the more distinct and beauti- 
ful. First noted was the collection of 

BIZARRES, 

which in the rectified form embrace shades of orange, scarlet-crimson, together with black and brown on a lemon or 
golden ground, and with a clear yellow base. The clear base is a most important characteristic in these flowers, and 
where the base is stained (which it sometimes is) with green, its value to the fancier is lost. Among the most important 
were Lord Lilford, a madder-brown on bright yellow ground, the feather good and distinct. Colbert, chocolate flame 
on bright golden yellow, is of capital form, the growth beiDg dwarf nnd compact.

In England it made its appearance about the year 1575, and quickly became pjpular 
c nejgnbourhood of London, where it was extensively grown, so that in the year 1629, Parkinson, in his 
raraaisi m Sole, enumerates 140 varieties, and expresses the pride and delight of the amateur cultivators, 
and the aimost impossible power of man in description to depict the beauty, variety, and distinctness of every 
llowei . In those early days the Dutch were the principal raisers of new Tulips, but in these latter days the English 
nybndizers have so far surpassed them that the Dutch Florist Tulip is no longer to be found in an English Amateur's 
collection. Mr Bentley s articles cover the entire field of all that relates to this wonderful flower, such as 
the properties that go to make an ‘‘English Amateur” Tulip, of which it may well be said —

THE LILY, for variety of colour, chasteness, and beauty of form, is matchless amongst 
hardy plants. The flowering commences in May, and a continuous unbroken succession of bloom, from 
species of different countries, is maintained till the frosts of autumn destroy the last unexpanded flower buds. 

CULTURE OUT-OF-DOORS. — In choosing a situation for planting, perfect drainage, natural or 
artificial, should be the first consideration. The borders of Rhododendron and Azalea beds, and such- 
like positions, are generally suitable for lily culture, as the necessary compost for the particular species 
can easily be given, and the shelter from the surrounding branches is beneficial in protecting the plants in 
spring, and also affording a partial shelter from the sun’s rays in summer. Sheltered spots in mixed 
herbaceous and shrubbery borders will also do. In preparing the ground, loosen the soil to a depth of 
several feet, and add fresh loam, coarse sand, and sweet decomposed leaf soil, or good peat, care being 
taken that the soils are as free as possible from insect life, and the compost sufficiently friable. Plant the 
bulbs 4 to 6 inches deep (except where otherwise stated), and they may then remain undisturbed for many 
years. The bog or swamp-loving Lilies Superbum, and the varieties of Canadense and Pardalinum, 
icquire a moist peaty soil and rather shady situation ; they are admirably adapted for growing amongst 
Rhododendrons and Azaleas in moist situations, and for the sides of brooks, ponds, rivulets, etc.

Select a situation out of-doofs 
protected from the afternoon sun, and stand the pots on a bed of ashes raised above the general level to 
avoid stagnant moisture, and made firm to prevent the entrance of worms ; then cover with 6 inches of 
cocoa-nut fibre or old leaf soil to keep off excessive rains. When the flower buds are well formed the 
plants may be removed to the greenhouse, corridor, or sitting-room, clear weak liquid manure then leino 
given twice a awA A north wall or hedge is a suitable situation for starting the bulbs, but when a foot 
op giowth has been made they should be removed to a more open situation to prevent the plants being 
l°? mach and weakened. If earlier flowers are required, remove the plants from the plunging 
bed when 6 inches of top growth has been made, and place in a cold frame close to the glass and when 
the flower buds are well advanced remove to the greenhouse or stove.
